WOMEN AND CHILD LABOR LAW. 
Senator Lyon of Los Angeles has a 
resolution appointing a commission 
to report to the Governor before No- 
vember 1, 1913, on the establishment 
of a minimum wage for women an 
minors.

CIVIL SERVICE ACT.

OLD AGE PENSION BILLS. 

Assemblyman Lyman Farwei! of 
Los Angeles will introduce an old 
age pension bill, which provides a 
peasion of $15 a month for persons 
more than 75 years oil who have 
lived in California more than twentv- 
five years. Farwell introduced an old- 
age pensior bill at the last session 
of the Legislature, and it was killed 
in committee. 

The bill will ask for an appropria- 
tion of over $500,000 to be expended 
by the State Board of Charities and 
Corrections as it sees fit. Some of the 
lawmakers say the proposed din 
smacks of paternalism and they will 
oppose it on that ground.

Union Gets Producer on New- 
love Tract.

| Increase in Production Mod- 
erate Last Year. 


Hastens Coming of Normal 
Conditions. 


The Union on Company has been 
active on the Newlove lease in the 
Santa Marta ofl field, since the bring- 
ing-in of Nos. 27 and 21, both of 
which were gushers. Newlove 21 de- 
rived production from the third sand, 
Nght oll being secured. The success 
Union in these operations 
caused quite a renewal of develop- 
ment hy other companies, many of 
them starting to deepen their old 
wellg for that sand. 

The Dome-Pinal, the Rice Ranch, 
the New Pennsylvania and the Brook- 
shire have all been carrying out this 
plan, and the Rice Ranch recently 
finished one of its wells. The Union 
has brought in No. 19 with an output 
of 200 barrels a day, much smalier 
than the initial production of No. 21. 
No. 19 came in at about 3100 feet. 
Several. other well are deepening 
and the rig for a new one on the 
north line of the company’s property 
is under construction.

Compared with the increase in 
1910, which amounted to 19,505,845 
barrels, as compared with the previ- 
ous year, the growth during the past 
two vears is not remarkable. But 
1909 was a phenomenal year and one 
which in its general effect was not 
good for the oll industry. It demon- 
strated the potentiality of the fields 
in this State, but the over-production 
was abnormal and tended to paralyze 
the industry temporarily. : 

During the last two years the oil 
business has been attaining much 
stabler basis, in which demand and 
supply come nearer balancing each 
other than they did before. It is pos- 
sible that with the great opportuni- 
ties offered for increasing demand in 
the next few years. that the condi- 
tions will be reversed to such an ex- 
tent that the supply will not be su 
cient to fill the demand. There is a 
growing fear that this may happen, 
and it would probably be rather detri- 
mental than beneficial.

: Inspection of | Oranges In Red- 


erable Portion of Crop Is Saved. 

REDLANDS, Jan. 3.—After pass- 
ing through one of the most strenu- 
ous times in the history of the city 
of Redlands in so far as late history is 
concerned relative to frosts and freez- 
ing, and after fighting for more than 
four days, the people of Redlands 
awakened this morning determined to 
commence anew. While it is now 
agreed by practically all of the grow- 
ers in the district that the loss will 
be heavy, great hopes are held out 
that the thaw. which has been very 
moderate yesterday and today, will 
tend to save much of the fruit and 
thus reduce the loss to a considerable 
degree. 

Experts and growers who have been 
watching the groves, and who have 
visited practically all of the orchards 
in the district, have carefully exam- 
ined the fruit and in many instances 
they have found it in far better con- 
dition than was expected. 

Samples of fruit from the Knopp 
grove in the Mentone district, were 
brought to this city this morning and 
it was pronounced to be in splendid 
shape. The oranges in the grove yes- 
terday morning were all frozen solid 
and it was found it would be a total 
loss. Some two dozen of the oranges, 
however, which were cut open and 
minutely examined, showed that less 
than one-quarter of the cells were 
broken, indicating that the fruit was 
not badiy damaged. And when it is 
taken into consideration that the fru“ 
tested was picked from the outer edge 
of the grove, showing that the or-. 
anges in the interior of the grove were 
better protected, the belief prevails 
that practically all of the oranges 
from this grove will be marketable.

Woman Leaps Twelve Stories 
to Instant End. 


Almost Every Bone Broken 
pon Pavement.

Penniless, despondent, unable to 
secure work, in despair over threat- 
ened ejectment for non-payment. of 
room rent, Mrs. Kathryn Booen, 57 
years old, a school teacher, residing 
at No. 215 North Hope street, leaped 
from the twelfth floor of the Title 
Insurance building a few minutes 
before 5 o'clock last night, and was 
dashed to death in the paved alley- 
way below, at Fifth and Spring 
streets. . 

Mrs. Booen had no relatives in the 
city and was almost friendless, but 
was a refined and educated woman, 
with wealthy relatives in Kentucky, 


She evidently entered the buiid- 
ing with the intention of ending her 
existence. 
She asked Miss Irene Parker, a 
stenographer employed on the top 
floor, if there was any way to: get 
out on the roof, and was told this

More than half an hour later, after 
restless pacings through the hallway, 
she was seen by A. T. Morlan stand- 
ing at the hallway window, overlook- 
ing the alley on the east side of the 
building. No one saw her jump, but 
impressions in the dust show where 
she struggled to the window sill in 
readiness for the leap. 

D. Dapper, janitor, saw the wom- 
an hurtling past the sixth-floer win- 
dow. James A. Wood of No. 621 
North Virgil avenue, who was stand- 
ing on Fifth street, opposite the rear 
of the Title Insurance building, 
caught sight of her when four stories 
above the ground. She was in a 
horizontal! position, whirling through 
space, arms and legs outstretched.

Modern methods. machinery and 
ideas are reclaiming a great treasure 
storehouse of Arizona. one of the rich 
old mines which was abandoned years 
ago, when water seeped through so 
rapidly that it destroyed many of the 
workings.

W. O’Boyle, the multi-millionaire coal 
operator of Pittsburgh, and Charies 
Clark, of the Clark interests. in Mon- 
tana, arrived at the Van Nuys yester- 
day from Patagonia, Ariz., in which 
vicinity the property is located. 

“We have taken over the fainous 
old Trench mine, adjoining the widely 
known World's Fajr mine, in the 
southern part of the Patagonia range, 
about cight miles from a Sania Fe 
branch line.” said Hoy. “This mine 
was opened in the early 70 and 
started out in whirlwind fashion as a 
producer of silver and lead. After 
cleaning up almost a million dollars 
in ten years the mine started to 811 
up with water and had finally to be 
abandoned, The last work until wwe 
er full control was done in

of the silver and lead ore. One vein 
of the zinc runs 60 per cent. pure 
metal. The copper is also important.

N ALLEGED CRIMINAL’S DILEMM 

It is doubtful whether that section of 
the criminal code which allo a person 
accused of crime to testify at his trial in 
his own behalf is not on the Whole a disad- 
vantage to him. Be 

If he omits to take the stand the jury, in 
despite of the instructions of the judge 
that such failure shall not be considered 
to his prejudice, will consider it to his 
prejudice and will believe that he must be 
guilty when he does not dispute or ex- 
plain the incriminating evidence against 
him. 

If he testifies, his evidence will be re 
ceived with a doubt as to its truthfulness, 
for it will be believed that his desire to be 
exculpated will greatly color his state- 
ments. 

In some cases the defendant will be im- 
paled on the horns of a dilemma. If he 
does not testify, that will be considered as 
practically a confession of guilt. If he tes- 
tines and tells the truth it will be a con- 
fession of guilt. If he testifies and tells a 
lie he will risk a subsequent trial for per- 
jury, and a conviction of perjury may en- 
tail a severer punishment than that for

They died to prove 
their theory. Dr. Gorgas with the knowl- 
edge thus gained drove yellow fever from 
Havana, where it had existed, beyond the 
power of man to check it, for 100 years. Dr. 
Ricketts died in Mexico while studying the 
cause of typhus fever, and the knowledge 
he gained lessened the ravages in the Rocky 
Mountain States. In the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War typhoid killed more soldiers than 
Spanish bullets. Now it is p in the 
category of preventable diseases. Objec- 
tion has sometimes been made to scientific 
sanitation by the Federal government on 
the ground that such was the duty and the 
prerogative of State governments, and that 
for the United States to take measures to 
preserve the health and lives of its citi- 
gens was an attack upon that ancient and 
battle-smitten bugaboo called State rights.” 

That eminent physician and surgeon, Dr. 
John A. Wyeth, thus deals with the “State 
rights” friends of pestilence: 


“The question of State rights is not 
involved. Without interference in any 
way with the prerogatives of the various 
State boards, these can be employed 
in successful co-operation for the gen- 
eral welfare. No single State or group 
of States should be made to bear alone 
the of fighting an epidemic.

_ “A stream, vilely polluted in one com- 
munity, may flow through a dozen 
States, carrying its poisons to the help- 
less people who are compelled to use 
its water. It is estimated by the Na- 
tional Health Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science that 630,000 
deaths occurred in 1910 which would 
not have occurred under the operation 
of a national department of health 
backed by the authority and the re- 
sources of the general government with 
the co-operation of the States and peo- 
ple in the enforcement of its regula- 
tions. In addition there were 1,500,000 
cases of iliness with confinement in bed 
for a varied period of time in each 
case—all of which suffering and loss 
of productive power might have been 
obviated by the operation of this cen- 
tral health control.” 

A general and effective scheme of na- 
tional scientific sanitation under the direc- 
tion of a department of health might not 
only save thousands of lives, but might in- 
crease the usefulness and earning capacity 
of myriads, and add to the wealth of the 
nation a thousandfold its cost.

RIVERSIDE, Jan. §.—-The pro- 
posed bill providing for a water com- 
mission in this State, prepared by the 
State Conservation Commission, had 
consideration at a meeting of the Tri- 
Counties Eeforestation Committee 
here today. Although only fourteen 
of the thirty-six members were pres- 
ent, and a quorum was lacking, the 
subcommittee on legislation, composed 
of E. E. Keech of Santa Ana, and 
Francis Cuttle and E. P. Clarke of 
Riverside, submitted their conclusions 
with respect to the bill. 

Certain amendments were suggest- 
ed, and the motion of Samuel Armour 
of Orange that the proposed amend- 
ments be approved, but that the com- 
mittee reserve its opinion on the 
merits of the bill as a whole, was 
unanimously adopted as the  senti- 
ment of those present. 

What was accomplished last sea- 
son by the Water Conservation Asso- 
ciation, composed of representatives 
of the water interests in Riverside 
and Orange counties, in the opera- 
tions of spréhding storm water at the 
base of the San Bernard Moun- 


ino 
tains, was set forth in graphic form 
in a report presented by Chairman 
.Francis Cuttle of the Tri-Counties Re- 
forestation Committee.

nia’s heritage of memory will endure 
forever and urged real estate men in 
their future transactions to bear in 
mind the peculiar intrinsic value of 
Calffornia’s history.

SIMPLE AND “TAKING.”

Mileage Book Cutter Invented by 
Los Angeles Man Largely Ordered 
by the Railroads. 
Simple in construction, easy of 

manipulation and already filling a 
real necessity in railroad and other 
transportation circles is a cutter 
adaptable principally for mileage and 
scrip books invented by A. H. Roberts, 
No. 1047 East Forty-second street. 
It fs a metallic strip so made as to 
be easily bound into a book contain- 
ing a long strip of paper from which 
pleces are expected to be indiscrim- 
inately clipped. The cutter is fastened 
into the front cover of the book, in- 
stead of the back, as arc the patents 
which the Roberts invention are de- 
stined to replace. By pressing the 
cutter against the folded strip of pa- 
per, and then drawing the folded strip 
of paper under it, the operator can 
clip the paper at any desired place 
without being forced to turn the book 
inside out and use the old-style cut- 
ter on the back cover. 

Although Mr. Roberts only recent- 

ly secured a patent upon his device
